The  Wisconsin  Amateur  Radio  Balloon  As¬ 
sociation’s  20-meter  balloon-carried  beacon  will  be 
launched  on  its  around-the-world  trek  at  10  a.m.  on 
January  30,  or  on  January  31  if  weather  conditions 
are  poor  on  January  30.  Details  of  the  package  were 
published  the  January  issue  of  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Launch  information  nets  will  operate  on  the 
Baraboo,  Wisconsin  146.88  MHz  repeater,  and  on 
7.155  MHz. 

The  system  will  float  eastward,  over  the  north¬ 
ern  Atlantic,  northern  Europe,  the  Russian  repub¬ 
lics,  the  northern  Pacific,  and  finally  again  over 
North  America. 

The  package  for  the  flight,  which  should  go 
around  the  world  in  ten  days  to  four  weeks,  carries 
a  50  milliwatt  beacon.  The  one-pound  package  can 
transmit  continuously  for  more  than  a  month.  The 


beacon  will  transmit  the  following  in  CW  on  14.317 
MHz:

Chosen  for  1993 

The  following  frequencies  will  be  used  for 
Shuttle  Amateur  Radio  Experiment  (SAREX) 
missions  during  1993.  These  frequencies  were 
chosen  after  much  deliberation  to  minimize  conten¬ 
tion  between  SAREX  operations  and  other  2-meter 
users.  If  you  have  any  comments,  please  direct 
them  to  AMSAT  via  Frank  Bauer,  KA3HD0  (at  his 
callbook  address)  or  to  the  Educational  Activities 
Department  at  ARRL  Headquarters.  We  appreciate 
the  cooperation  of  all  amateurs  in  making  the 
SAREX  operations  successful. 

Most  SAREX  operations  are  split-frequency. 
One  frequency  is  used  for  "downlink"  (the  astro¬ 
nauts  transmit  to  Earth  stations)  and  a  separate 
frequency  is  used  for  the  "uplink"  (Earth  stations 
transmit  to  the  astronauts).

The  following  frequencies  are  used  for  packet 
communications  with  the  Shuttle. 

DOWNLINK:  145.55  MHz 
UPLINK:  144.49  MHz 

For  all  operations.  Earth  stations  should  listen 
to  the  downlink  frequency  and  transmit  only  when 
the  Shuttle  is  in  range  and  the  astronauts  are  on  the 
air.  Listen  for  any  instructions  from  the  astronauts 
as  to  specific  uplink  frequencies  in  use  during  the 
current  pass.  In  addition,  listen  to  the  uplink  fre¬ 
quencies  before  transmitting  to  avoid  interference  to 
other  users.

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AM)  CORRECTLY ) .  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  29 i  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARKL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$3.60  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  new  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  original  Amateur  license  to  the  VEC.  A 
copy  of  your  license  must  be  attached  to  your 
FCC  form  610.  You  will  also  be  required  to  have 
a  photo  ID,  or  other  acceptable  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

Shuttle  Flight  to  Feature 
Receive-Only  Experiment 


The  next  Shuttle  flight  carrying  Amateur 
Radio,  scheduled  for  late  March,  plans  a  special 
event  to  allow  virtually  every  amateur  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  U.S.  to  participate. 

Flight  STS-55,  scheduled  for  launch  March  25, 
will  include  an  antenna  measurement  test  on  2 
meters,  during  Orbits  61  and  62  about  a  week  into 
the  flight.  During  Orbit  61,  the  shuttle  crew  will 
transmit  a  test  signal  using  the  SAREX  antenna 
positioned  in  its  usual  spot  on  one  of  the  orbiter’s 
windows. 

On  the  next  orbit,  the  crew  will  transmit  with 
the  external  German  SpaceLab  antenna. 

Listeners  on  the  ground  will  be  asked  to 
observe  both  passes  and  to  record  signal  strength 
from  the  Shuttle.  Reports  later  will  be  analyzed  by 
members  of  the  Motorola  Amateur  Radio  Club  in 
Plantation  and  Boynton  Beach,  Florida. 

During  Orbits  61  and  62,  the  Motorola  groups 
will  record  absolute  field  strength  in  two  polari¬ 
zations  versus  time  as  the  Shuttle  passes  from 
horizon  to  horizon  over  their  Florida  locations. 

Following  the  mission,  the  Motorola  group  will 
use  precise  orbiter  position  data  from  NASA  in 
their  analysis  of  the  two  Amateur  Radio  antennas 
under  test.

Re-Examinations  Ordered 
in  Upstate  New  York 

The  FCC  has  ordered  the  re-testing  of  20 
amateurs  who  received  licenses  or  upgrades  as  a 
result  of  volunteer  examinations  given  in  early 
1992. 

The  examinations  were  conducted  in  Water- 
ville,  New  York,  at  sessions  coodrinated  by  ARRL- 
VEC  on  January  4  and  February  1,  1992. 

In  letters  to  the  20  amateurs,  whose  license 
classes  range  frtom  Technician  to  Amateur  Extra, 
the  FCC  said  the  action  was  "due  to  apparent 
irregularities  in  the  examination  papers  of  certain 
applicants  indicating  that  applicants  may  have  had 
advance  access  to  the  examination  materials." 

ARRL-VEC  turned  the  materials  over  to  the 
FCC  when  the  possible  irregularities  came  to  light. 

These  re-examinations  follow  a  similar  incident 
involving  eight  amateurs  at  a  March  7,  1992  exam¬ 
ination  session,  also  in  Waterville. 


No  volunteer  examiners  or  examinees  have 
been  accused  of  wrongdoing  by  the  FCC  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  ongoing  investigation.

"Restore  Hope"  Revives 
Ham  Radio  in  Somalia 

Ham  radio  is  again  on  the  air  from  Somalia, 
but  it  is  primarily  foreigners  who  are  operating  the 
stations.  One  of  these  is  Robin  Critchell,  WA6- 
DCR,  a  broadcast  engineer  with  CBS.  Critchell, 
operating  as  TSSC,  is  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
famed  western  United  States  Cactus  Radio  Network 
ham  radio  intertie.  He  says  that  he  plans  to  operate 
mainly  CW  whenever  time  will  aloow.  Robin  notes 
that  he  may  have  to  go  QRT  suddenly  on  occasion, 
as  his  work  takes  priority. 


The  ARRL  Board  of  Directors  met  in  Jackson¬ 
ville,  Florida,  January  15  and  16,  1993.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  meeting  highlights: 

•  Based  on  the  recommendations  of  its  Digital 
Committee  the  Board  decided  to  petition  the  FCC 
for  specific  segments  on  the  HF  bands  where 
automatic  (unattended  operation)  control  of  digital 
stations  will  be  permitted:  3.620-3.635  MHz, 
7.100-7.105  MHz,  10.140-10.150  MHz, 
14.095-14.0995  MHz,  14.1005-14.112  MHz, 
18.105-18.110  MHz,  21.090-21.100  MHz, 
24.925-24.930  MHz,  and  28.120-28.189  MHz. 
The  Board  commended  the  Digital  Committee  for 
its  hard  work  on  the  difficult  matter  of  HF  autofor¬ 
warding. 

The  Board  did  not  act  at  this  time  on  the 
committee’s  recommendations  to  permit 
"semi-automatic"  operation  on  all  frequencies  where 
data  modes  are  permitted.  However,  the  Directors 
asked  the  committee  to  continue  its  study  of  how 
additional  data  operations  can  be  accommodated  in 
the  HF  bands  while  adequately  protecting  amateurs 
using  other  modes  and  pursuing  other  operating 
interests,  and  report  back  in  July. 

•  The  Board  reaffirmed  its  position  that 
international  Morse  code  proficiency  must  remain  a 
requirement  for  licenses  conveying  privileges  below 
30  MHz,  as  currently  specified  in  the  International 
Radio  Regulations. 


•  The  Board  abandoned  further  consideration 
of  a  change  in  the  name  of  the  organization. 

•  The  League  will  seek  formal  recognition  by 
Congress  of  the  role  of  Amateur  Radio  as  a  national 
resource  in  disasters,  and  for  technical  progress  in 
electronics. 

•  Staff  was  tasked  with  developing  a  plan  for 
Board  consideration  for  increasing  the  availability 
of  exams  in  Alaska  in  light  of  the  possible  incor¬ 
poration  of  Novice  exams  in  the  VEC  program. 

•  Elected  to  the  Executive  Committee  are 
Directors  Stephen  Mendelsohn,  WA2DHF,  Joel 
Harrison,  WB5IGF,  Marshall  Quiat,  AG0X,  and 
Howard  Mark,  W0OZC. 

•  Bill  Tynan,  W3XO,  was  commended  for  his 
lengthy  and  faithful  service  to  Amateur  Radio,  most 
notably  as  conductor  of  QST s  World  Above  50 
MHz  column.

The  1993  Wisconsin  QSO  Party 


The  1993  Wisconsin 
QSO  Party  is  scheduled  to 
begin  at  12  noon  CST 
(1800Z)  SUNDAY  March  14 
and  run  until  7  p.m.  (0100Z 
March  15).  The  annual  7 
hour  event  is  sponsored  by 
the  West  Allis  Radio  Ama¬ 
teur  Club  (WARAC).  It  is  a 
"sprint"  type  contest  that  is 
open  to  all  hams,  regardless 
of  class  or  location. 

An  opportunity  to  work 
some  of  the  "rare"  Wiscon¬ 
sin  counties  is  part  of  this 
event,  due  mainly  to  the 
many  mobile  stations  that 
take  to  Wisconsin  highways, 
to  activate  these  counties,  in 
an  effort  to  operate  from  as 
many  counties  as  they  can 
during  the  7  hours.  This 
mobile  operation  helps  in¬ 
state  and  out-of-state  stations 
work  those  counties  that 
never  seem  to  be  available 
during  the  rest  of  the  year. 
Of  course,  they  also  provide 
many  contacts  for  all  the 
other  stations  in  the  contest, 
as  these  mobile  stations  can 
be  reworked  each  time  they 
change  to  a  new  county. 

A  high  level  of  partici¬ 
pation  from  Wisconsin  sta¬ 
tions  as  well  as  USA,  Cana¬ 
dian  and  stations  from 
around  the  world  makes  this 
an  enjoyable  7  hours.  Why 
not  participate? 

The  entry  form  printed 
in  this  issue  can  be  used,  you 
may  copy  the  entry  form 
from  your  packet  BBS,  or 
you  may  send  to  our  post 
office  box  for  one. 

There  are  three  items 
that  need  mentioning.  First, 
WARAC  has  the  final  results 
of  each  years  contest  printed 
in  Smoke  Signals.  Each  entry 
receives  a  free  copy  of  that 
results  issue. 

In  order  to  better  or¬ 
ganize  the  results  in  a  more 
timely  manner  for  Smoke 
Signals ,  we  have  decided  to 
shorten  the  time  between  the 
end  of  the  contest  and  the 
last  date  for  entry  submis¬ 
sion.  ALL  ENTRIES  WILL 
NEED  TO  BE  POST¬ 
MARKED  NO  LATER 
THAN  MARCH  31,  1993. 
That  is  two  weeks  after  the 
end  of  the  contest.  We  do 
not  see  that  as  a  problem  as 
most  entries  are  computer 
generated  and  should  be 
available  within  a  few  min¬ 
utes  after  the  contest  ends. 
For  the  manually  generated 
entries,  moving  the  date 
away  from  the  former  April 
15  deadline  will  avoid  delays 
due  to  that  mail  crunch. 

Second,  by  popular  re¬ 
quest,  we  will  be  reinsti¬ 
tuting  the  "CLUB"  award.  It 
will  not  be  a  travelling  tro¬ 
phy  as  in  the  past.  It  will 


instead  be  a  one-time  award 
presented  to  .the  club  with 
the  largest  score  in  each 
year’s  event.  For  1993  it  will 
be  a  PLAQUE. 

Third,  there  has  not 
been  an  entry  on  from  Grant 
or  Rusk  counties,  which 
means  that  not  all  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin’s  72  counties  have  had  an 
entry.  And,  along  the  same 
lines,  in  any  one  year,  we 
have  never  had  all  72  coun¬ 
ties  on.  I  believe  we  have 
had  about  66  on  in  any  one 
year,  but  I  am  not  sure  as 
the  records  are  lacking  be¬ 
fore  1987.

Belt  Bag  HT 
Weather  Protector

Light  rain  occurred,  while  we  were  providing 
communications  for  the  West  Allis  Western  Days 
Parade.  I  had  not  taken  a  jacket  of  any  type,  a 
raincoat,  or  an  umbrella.  Not  liking  the  idea  of 
getting  my  new  dual  band  HT  wet,  I  was  trying  to 
figure  out  a  way  to  keep  it  dry. 

I  had  worn  a  belt  bag  to  the  parade  to  carry  an 
extra  battery  for  the  HT  and  my  sunglasses.  It 
quickly  became  clear  how  I  could  keep  the  HT  dry; 
use  the  belt  bag  which  is  fairly  water  proof. 

I  have  been  using  a  hat  clip  antenna  mount  when

Westtink  Report  Story  Contained  Errors;  Petition 
for  2  MHz  between  30-35  MHz  NOT  Filed  -  Yet 

Editor’s  Note:  In  Our  November  issue,  we 
published  a  story  from  Westlink  Report  regarding 
a  petition  by  Mark  Jenkins,  NZ9B,  of  Mount  Horeb, 
to  the  FCC,  asking  for  2  MHz  of  spectrum  between 
30  and  35  MHz.  Not  only  did  Westlink  Report 
change  Mark’s  name  to  " Jenks , "  but  the  petition 
information  was  incorrect,  too,  saying  that  the 
petition  has  been  filed.  It  has  not.  Here’s  what 
Mark  told  BSSS: 


using  the  HT  in  this  type  of  activity  and  a  remote 
speaker  mike.  This  allowed  me  to  put  the  HT  into 
the  bag  and  close  the  zipper  up  onto  the  two  small 
cables.  This  gave  me  full  use  of  the  HT  with  it 
protected  from  the  elements. 

The  belt  bag  is  also  very  handy  for  carrying 
your  HT  when  you  want  to  have  it  with  you  in  a 
public  place;  but  with  it  turned  off.  And  you  do  not 
want  to  have  it  in  the  open  on  your  belt.  It  can  be 
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very  quickly  removed  for  use  when  needed. 

I  have  found  that  using  the  hat  clip  antenna  - 
mentioned  in  this  article  —  to  be  a  benefit  with 
improved  coverage.  It  has  proven  to  be  a  help  for 
me  on  the  parade  route,  and  at  swapfests.  □

Hi  Jim, 

As  we  discussed  earlier,  what  I  am  attempting 
to  do  is  to  gather  a  petition  to  send  in  to  the  FCC. 
For  this  purpose  I  sent  out  a  packet  message  with  a 
sample  petition  so  that  people  throughout  the 
country  could  run  off  as  many  copies  on  their  own 
computer’s  printer  as  they  want.  They  should  then 
take  the  copies  to  their  radio  club  meetings  and 
hamfests.  This  would  not  only  show  the  power  of 
packet,  but  would  show  that  there  are  other  ways  to 
get  things  done  than  only  through  the  ARRL. 

When  people  amassed  their  petitions  they 
should  send  them  to  me.  On  Sep.  1,  1993,  I  will 
make  copies  and  send  the  original  to  the  FCC  and 
a  copy  to  the  ARRL,  and  retain  one  for  myself.  I 
will  soon  send  out  another  sending  regarding  this 
for  those  who  missed  it  the  first  time  out. 

Here  is  a  copy  of  the  petition: 

PETITION  FOR  RULE  CHANGE 

We  the  undersigned,  amateur  radio  operators 
and  other  interested  parties,  respectfully  petition  for 
the  following  change  to  be  made  to  Part  97.7  rules, 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Whereas  precedence  has  been  set  in  the 
matter  of  220-222  MHz  being  reallocated  to  a 
different  service,  due  to  a  percieved  lack  of  amateur 
usage: 

2.  Since  large  numbers  of  users  are  deserting 
the  30-50  MHz  band,  for  higher  frequencies.  This 
spectrum  appears  to  be  underused. 

3.  With  the  creation  of  the  codeless  technician 
class  of  amateur  licence,  a  band  should  be  created 
above  30  MHZ  with  adaquate  propagation  to  give 
them  experiences  which  will  encourage  them  them 
to  upgrade  to  a  higher  class  of  licence. 

4.  It  is  therefore  proposed  that  2  MHz  of  the 
30-35  MHz  band  be  reallocated  to  the  amateur 
service.

The  "Q"  signals  used  on  CW 
were  developed  so  that  radio 
amateurs  who  did  not  know 
languages  other  their  own 
could  still  communicate  with 
and  be  understood  by  hams  in 
other  countries.  A  special  set 
of  "Q"  signals  is  used  on  CW 
traffic  nets.  But  "QLF"  has  a 
special  meaning,  and  as  such 
it  stands  alone.

HELP  WANTED  IN  LOCATING  "QUIET  SITE" 
FOR  VLF  RADIO  MONITORING  PROJECT 

I  am  presently  in  the  process  of  making  plans  to 
involve  several  groups  of  students  from  Abbotsford  Jr.- 
Sr.  High  School  in  a  project  to  monitor,  record  and 
analyze  naturally-occurring  radio  emissions  in  the  very 
low  frequency  (VLF)  range.  This  is  part  of  a  nationwide 
effort  to  gather  such  data,  and  will  be  taking  place 
between  March  20th  and  April  1 1th  of  this  year. 

As  part  of  this  project,  1  need  to  locate  a  "quiet  site" 
from  which  to  do  the  monitoring.

Amateur  Radio  communications  at 
the  1992  Annual  Abbotsford  Christmas 
Parade  on  December  5th  were  discussed 
and  reviewed. 


Elections  for  1993  club  officers 
resulted  in  the  following:  N9GEN,  Presi¬ 
dent;  KB9BLV,  Vice-President;  KA9- 
WDX,  Secretary;  and  N9QVX,  Treasurer.

WANA  News 

The  WISOTA  Amateur  Networking  Association 
(WANA)  met  on  January  16  at  Winona,  Minnesota  at 
their  regular  business  meeting.  WANA  members  are 
from  the  La  Crosse,  Tomah  and  Winona  Minnesota 
area.  Ihe  big  news  from  the  meeting  was  the 
development  of  a  Lodi  to  La  Crosse  backbone  9600 
baud  link  which  will  be  the  last  leg  to  be 
completed  of  the  backbone  system  linking  Milwau¬ 
kee  to  Minneapolis.  WAPR  is  heavily  invested  in 
assisting  WANA  as  well  as  others  in  completing 
this  long  awaited  connection. 

The  projected  time  line  for  the  link  is  for 
it  to  be  completed  this  spring  with  an  interme¬ 
diate  relay  node  which  will  switch  the  backbone 
from  430  Mhz  to  223  Mhz.  The  link  from  La  Crosse 
to  Rochester,  MN  was  completed  this  past  fall 
using  a  223  Mhz  connection.  From  the  Rochester 
area  the  link  goes  via  430  to  Fairbault  where  it 
switches  to  a  19K  baud  link  to  the  Twin  Cities. 
This  winter  the  link  from  Fairbault  to  Minneapo¬ 
lis  has  been  experiencing  some  difficulties  due 
to  equipment  malfunctions,  but  the  expectation 
is  that  this  will  soon  be  remedied.  Among  other 
things,  the  backbone  relieves  145.01  Mhz  of  BBS 
traffic  forwarding. 

According  to  BBS  Sysops,  the  145.01  link 
from  Lodi  to  the  La  Crosse  area  has  been  a 
complete  mess  with  forwarding  brought  to  a 
complete  standstill  at  times.  High  powered 
adjacent  nodes  and  long  Node  list  broadcasts  are 
blamed  for  some  of  the  delays.  Some  node  Sysops 
have  campaigned  for  reducing  the  power  of  all 
nodes  to  the  minimum  needed  to  reach  their 
neighboring  nodes  and  reducing  node  lists  to 
only  those  realistically  reachable  from  thaL 
particular  node. 

Other  WANA  news  includes  setting  the  date 
for  the  annual  packet  conference  on  Saturday, 
April  17,  1993  to  be  held  at  Winona.  Also  as 

many  WANA  members  are  aware  the  expenses  in¬ 
volved  in  establishing  the  La  Crosse  to  Roches¬ 
ter  9600  baud  link  were  not  slight.  But  WANA  was 
relieved  of  some  of  the  expense  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  bans  at  SouthLAN  in  southeast  Minnesota 
who  voted  to  carry  the  expense  of  the  equipment 
^  installed  at  Rochester  and  will  reimburse  WANA 
for  the  equipment  located  there.  The  reimburse¬ 
ment  will  be  applied  to  the  expenses  of  install¬ 
ing  the  La  Crosse  to  Lodi  link.
